In  your  niclla£re  to  both  houfes 
of  Congrcfs,  on  ilie  yAi  Dtceniber 
I7P3»  y*^^^  informed  them,  "That 
the  vexations  and  fpoliations,  un- 
derwood to  have  been  coniuiiited 
on  our  vefiels  and  commerce,  by 
the  cruifers  and  officers  of  fome 
of  ihebelliseveuc  powers,  appear- 
ed 10  require  aicention  :  I'hat 
«  the  proofs  of  thcle,  however,  not 
having  been  brought  forward,  the 
defcriptiou  of  citizens,  luppofed  to 
have  fuHercd,  were  notilied,  that 
on  fui-nifliing  them  to  the  execu- 
tive, due  meafures would  betaken 
to  obtain  redrefs  of  the  palt,  ami 
more  eHetflualy  provide  againft  the 
future,"  and  that  "  fliould  f-jch 
documents  jM||iurniihed,  proper 
l  eprelentaiimisTvill  be  made  there- 
4  <5n,  with  ajull  reliance  ou  a  re- 
^  drefs  proportioned  tu  the*c:4i^ency 
of  the  cafe."

"l^  tarraliments,  danger,  and  even  ru- 
^^in,  which  threaten  our  trade,  can- 
no:  be  better  cxpi  eflcd,  than  in  the 
words  of  tht  committee  of  Phila- 
dflphia  :-«4«er  enumerating  par- 
ticular \mmcc^  oi  v.'ja^y,  incir 
reprefenvatjou  to  government  pro- 
ceeds  thus  :  Un_  thtfe  cafes, 
which  are  accoir>i>anied  by  the  le- 
gal proofs,  the  committee  think  it 
unnecefiary  to  enlarge,  as  the  iu- 
fevences  will,  of  courfe,  occur  to 
the  Secretary  ;  but  they  beg  leave 
y  -  to  be  permitted  to  Hate  other  cir- 
.  cumkanccs  which,  though,  not  in 
le{£al  proof  are,  either  of  Aich 
public  notoriety  as  to  render  legal 
proof  unnecefiary,  or  fo  vouched 
to  the  committee  as  to  leave  them 
in  no  daubt  of  the  truth  of  them.

veAs  have  been  afterwards  libe- 
rvJ^L  yet  the  lofs  by  plunder,  de- 
tenpon  and  cxpenle,  is  fo  great  as 
to  tender  it  ruinous  to  the  Ameri- 
can owner: — In  many  cafes, where 
the  cargoes  have  been  valued,  the 
owners  of  the  privateers,  after  ac- 
quital,  have  lodged  appeals  which

in  few  in^'arces  can  it  be  done, 
but  by  making  ever  his  \el\d  and 
cargo  to  the  lecurities,  ami  there- 
by liibjetfting  hinifelf  to  the  hcsiry 
additional  charge  of  coniniiUion, 
infuiance,  occ— It  may  be  added, 
that  the  mcll  barefaced  bribery 
^rometijuespraetifed  to  prevail  ou 
nnvvafry  boys,  or.tliofe  who  know 
litiic  the  ol  ligation  of  an  oath, 
to  induce  thc::i  to  give  teltimony 
iu  favor  of  ihc  captors. 

Befidc  the  cnfes  here  enume- 
rated, the  vO:nmittce  have  infor- 
mation of  a  number  of  vellels  be- 
longing to  this  port,  being  captur- 
ed and  (arrictl  into  d liferent  ports, 
but  as  the  legal  proois  are  not  come 
forward,  they  forbear  to  mention 
tliem.

Of^s,  the  calt^  of 
capl.  Vvalloce  is  an  inltance.— 
^khere  are  others  within  the  know- 
^fcge  of  the  committee,  of  which 
they  only  wait  the  legal  proof  to 
lay  them  before  the  Secretary. 

"To  this  liif  of  grievances',  th^ 
comr.iiuce  are  forry  to  find  it  their/- 
duty  add,  that  by  reafon  of  they 
vexation,  lofs,  and  outra'^es,  fuf-, 
fercd  by  tlje  mci chants  of  the  U- 
nited  Slates,  its  commerce  already 
begins  to  langn^i,  an<l  its  products 
arc  likely  to  ffe  left  upon  the 
hands  of  thole  who  raife  them. 
Prudent  men  doubt  the  propriety 
of  hazarding  their  property,  when 
they  find  that  tlie  ilricteft  confor- 
mity with  the  laws  of  nations,  or 
of  theirov.n  coinitry,  will  notpro- 
tecflthcm  fiom  therapaciiy  ofujen 
who  are  neither  reilrained  by  the 
principles  of  honor,  nor  by  lavs 
liiiHciently  coercive  to  give  fecuri- 
ty  to  thoi'e,  who  are  not  fubjects  of 


which  they  v.'ere  uelllnrri ;  detain 
them,  even  after  the  hope  ofare- 
gular  com'ifcation  is  abandoneil ; 
by  their  negligence,  while  they 
hold  the  poilellion,  expofe  the  car- 
goes tq  damage,  and  th'b  vellels  to 
deftru»ilion,  and  mal-treat  their 
crews.

froliantl.  This  alarming  event,  to 
which  'fome;  American  Ihips,  we 
hear,  nave  already  become  vic- 
tims, is  of  fo  diltreirmg  a  nature, 
as  muft  foon  deprive  us  of  fome  of* 
the  moft  lucrative  branches  of  our 
commerce,  Snot  fpeedily  check 
ed  or  prevented.  The  immediate 
rffe  it  has  produced  in  infurance, 
and  the  fears  it  may  inlfill  into 
our  feamen  and  commanders,  are 
of  a  nature  highly  deferving  the 
ferious  coniideration  of  govern- 
ment,  on  whofe  protection  and 
zeal  for  the  interefls,  commercial 
anil  agricultural  of  the  country, 
the  committee  implicitly  rely." 

In  a  fupplenientary  letter,  the 
committee  of  Philadelphia  make 
this  conclufion,  that  the  cafes, 
which  they  recite,  and  others  lefs 
formally  announced,  ferve  to  fliew 
that  there  are  frequent  inliancea 
of  fupprellion  of  papers,  regifters,
